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AYRSHIRE  CATTLE

Success  in  transplanting  any  breed  of  domestic  animals  de- 
pends largely  on  whether  the  country  from  which  thev  are  re- 
moved is  by  nature  calculated  to  fit  them  for  the  chang-e,  or 
whether  they  have  to  pass  throug-h  long-  stages  of  acclimating  to 
become  adapted  to  the  conditions  of  their  new  home. 

Natural  laws  governing  the  survival  of  the  fittest  will  in  time 
adapt  any  animals  to  their  surroundings,  but  in  order  to  become 
thus  adapted,  they  often  change  so  materially  that  the  original 
qualities  that  attracted  attention  tO'  them  are  almost  entirely  lost 
sight  of,  and  out  of  the  old  comes  a  new  and  dififerent  animal. 

It  is  always  wise  for  a  person  to  carefully  examine  the 
natural  surrounding's  of  any  proposed  change  in  the  home  of 
animals,  to  see  if  the  change  may  not  be  too  radical  for  a  profitable 
venture. 

Unless  the  natural  food  supply  of  the  new  home  is  as  good 
or  better  than  that  of  the  old  there  is  a  liability  of  loss  and  disap- 
pointment, at  least  for  a  time  until  they  can  accommodate  them- 
selves to  the  new  surroundings.  The  mention  of  the  name  of 
Scotland  always  suggests  to  the  mind  a  country  of  rug'ged  ex- 
terior, of  fierce  winds  and  terrific  storms  ;  the  name  of  Scotchman, 
sterling  grit  and  hardy  constitution,  so  when  we  mention  the 
Ayrshire  cow,  the  suggestion  is  of  an  animal  fitted  for  a  life  of 
daily  battle  for  sustenance,  ag'ainst  all  the  opposing-  elements  of 
nature. 

The  County  of  Ayr,  in  which  the  Ayrshire  breed  of  cattle 
originated,  is  situated  in  the  southwest  of  Scotland,  backed  by 
mountains  on  the  east  and  washed  by  the  ocean  on  the  west,  hav- 
ing the  form  of  a  crescent  and  embracing  the  Firth  of  Clyde  in 
its  circle.  The  face  of  the  country  is  hilly,  and  rises  from  the 
level  of  the  sea  some  2,000  feet  to  the  top  of  the  mountains  on  the 


east.  The  soil  is  strong  and  somewhat  heavy,  being  a  clay  and 
clay-loam,  but  thinner  on  the  tops  of  the  hills  and  mountains,  the 
whole  being  originally  covered  with  a  dense  growth  of  timber. 
The  climate  is  moist,  with  a  temperature  ranging  from  about 
twenty-five  to  sixty-five  degrees,  with  a  mean  temperature  of 
about  forty-seven  degrees,  regulated  by  its  proximity  to  the  sea, 
and  with  frequent  rains,  which  are  favorable  to  growth  of  grass, 
giving-  luxuriant  pasturage,  the  country  is  often  swept  by  fierce 
coast  storms. 

The  first  we  hear  of  any  effort  being  made  to  improve  the 
native  stock  of  Scotland  was  about  the  year  1700,  and  this  was 
said  to  have  been  accomplished  by  selection  and  better  care. 

We  read  from  Aiton  that  about  1750  the  Earl  of  Marchmont 
purchased  from  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  and  carried  to  his  seat  in 
Berwickshire,  several  cows  and  a  bull  of  the  Teeswater  or  other 
English  breed,  of  a  brown  and  white  color.  He  also  writes  that 
about  1770,  bulls  and  cows  of  the  Teeswater  or  Shorthorn  breed 
were  said  to  have  been  introduced  by  several  proprietors,  and  it 
is  from  them  and  their  crosses  with  the  native  stock  that  the 
present  dairy  breed  has  been  formed. 

In  181 1,  in  "Survey  of  Ayrshire,"  Aiton  writes  that  the  Ayr- 
shire dairy  breed  is  "in  a  great  measure  the  native  indigenous 
breed  of  the  County  of  Ayr,  improved  in  their  size,  shapes  and 
qualities,  chiefly  by  judicious  selection,  cross  coupling,  feeding 
and  treatment  for  a  long  series  of  time  and  with  much  judgment 
and  attention." 

From  about  the  beg^inning-  of  the  last  century  we  find  fre- 
quent mention  of  efforts  for  improvement  in  the  shape  of  body, 
and  especially  in  the  shape  of  the  udder. 

Ayrshires  were  very  early  brought  into  Canada  by  the  Scotch 
settlers,  also  for  use  on  the  ships  from  Glasgow  to  supply 
milk  during  the  voyage,  and  were  sold  on  arrival  at  Montreal  or 
Quebec,  and  so  popular  were  these  cows  that  shipmasters  were 
often  commissioned  to  bring  over  one  or  rnore  from  Ayrshire. 
More  recently  Ayrshires  have  been  imported  into  Canada  in  large 
numbers.     The   imoortation   to   the   United   States   began   about 
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1837.  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promotion  of  Agriculture 
bringing  a  few  head  into  the  state  and  scattering  them  among  the 
farmers  of  Massachusetts.  Other  importations  from  Scotland 
followed  at  intervals  into^  different  parts  of  the  United  States,  as 
the  value  of  this  breed  for  dairy  purposes  was  made  evident,  and  ' 
as  the  demand  became  greater  than  the  home  breeders  could 
supply. 

Within  the  last  few  years  the  importations  of  Ayrshire  cattle 
from  Scotland  intO'  the  United  States  have  as  a  rule  been  of  a  very 
high  class  of  dairy  animals,  and  have  done  much  to  add  to  the 
value  of  the  breed  in  this  country. 

There  has  been  more  attention  paid  to  the  development  of 
the  dairy  side  of  the  Ayrshire  cow  in  Scotland,  which  taken  in 
connection  with  their  organizing  societies  for  official  testing,  has 
had  wonderful  influence  on  the  breed,  and  made  it  easier  for  our 
importers  to:find  such  cows  as  are  needed  by  the  Ayrshire  breed- 
ers on  this  side  to  infuse  new  blood  into  the  herds  already  formed 
and  to  start  new  herds  of  the  type  which  the  popular  taste  of 
today  demands. 

It  is  only  the  best  and  typical  cows  of  the  breed  that  find 
favor  and  are  sought  after  by  our  best  breeders  in  the  States, 
and  the  bringing  over  of  this  kind  is  an  accjuisition  we  are  all 
glad  to  welcome. 

Uniformity  in  Scai.e  of  Points. 

In  1906  the  three  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Associations  adopted  a 
uniform  Scale  of  Points  for  Scotland,  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  which  has  done  much  to  establish  a  uniform  type  in 
breeding. 

What  is  very  gratifying  is  that  all  three  of  the  scales  call 
for  a- marked  type  of  dairy  utility. 

In  all  three  of  the  countries  this  has  been  followed  up  by 
the  establishment  of  the  advanced  registry  system  and  pushing 
the  breeders  to  greater  effort  in  breeding  for  the  utility  side  of  the 
Ayrshire  cow. 
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Description. 

The  developed  Ayrshire  cow  of  today  in  g-eneral  is  the  hand- 
somest and  best  formed  animal  of  any  of  the  dairy  breeds, 
a  sprightly  looking  cow  Aveighing  about  one  thousand  pounds  at 
maturity.  She  has  a  small,  bony  head,  large,  full  eyes,  dish 
face,  broad  muzzle,  large  mouth,  large  nostrils,  strong  jaws  wide 
at  the  base,  upright  horns,  long',  slim  neck,  clean  cut  at  throat ; 
thin,  sloping'  shoulders,  with  the  spine  rising-  a  little  above  the 
shoulder  blades,  back  level  to  setting'  on  of  tail,  except  a  rise  at 
the  pelvic  arch,  broad  across  the  loin,  barrel  deep  and  large,  with 
ribs  well  sprung  to  give  abundant  room  for  storing  coarse  fodder, 
and  wide  through  the  region  of  the  heart  and  lungs  ;  hips  wide 
apart,  rump  long,  hind  legs  straight,  thighs  thin  and  incurving, 
giving  room  for  udder,  legs  short,  bones  small,  joints  iirm  ;  udder 
large  and  scjuare,  on  young  cows  and  nearly  level  with  belly, 
wide,  long  and  strongly  hung,  teats  from  two  and  a  half  to  three 
and  a  half  inches  long;,  of  good  size  and  uniform  length,  hanging 
perpendicular  and  not  tapering,  placed  wide  apart  on  the  four 
corners  of  the  udder,  with  udder  level  between  the  teats  and  not 
cut  up,  milk  veins  large  and  tortuous,  entering  the  belly  well 
forward  towards  the  forelegs ;  skin  soft  and  mellow,  covered 
with  a  thick  growth  of  fine  hair. 

Color  dark  brown  and  white,  or  red  (which  in  Scotland  is 
called  brown)  and  white,  the  relative  proportion  of  the  red  to  the 
white  being  variable,  sometimes  being  nearly  all  red,  and  some- 
times nearly  all  white.  The  dark  color  is  sometimes  found  almost 
a  black,  and  frequently  a  chocolate  color,  especially  on  the  bulls. 
The  white  is  usually  a  clear  white  unmixed  with  any  other  color, 
showing-  a  line  of  distinct  marking  between  the  red  and  white. 
Brindle  markings  are  not  desirable.  The  relative  amount  of  red 
and  white  is  easily  controlled,  especially  in  obtaining  white,  for 
as  before  stated  the  Ayrshire  seems  to  revert  to  the  original  white 
color. 

Different  countries  and  different  sections  prefer  different 
color.     United  States  and  Canada  of  late  prefer  more  white  than 
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red,  Scotland  is  not  particular,  while  Finland  and  South  Africa 
prefer  more  red  than  white. 

While  the  A}'rshire  cow  should  be  shapely  and  handsome  to 
look  at  as  she  stands  or  walks,  she  should  when  handled  reveal 
much  looseness  of  vertebra,  flatness  of  rib,  and  width  between  the 
ribs  indicating-  large  dairy  capacity.  The  Ayrshire  is  a  tough, 
hardy  cow,  wnth  a  vigorous  appetite,  and  not  too  particular  what 
she  eats.  She  is  always  hungry,  eats  greedily  and  chews  her 
cud  rapidly.  You  can  rarely  see  an  Ayrshire  cow  when  not 
either  taking  in  food  or  chewing-  what  she  has  already  gathered. 
While  at  pasture  she  does  not  wander  around  looking  for  sweet 
patches  of  grass,  but  goes  to  work  rapidly  gathering  what  is 
most  convenient,  either  of  grass  or  browse,  and  when  full  lies 
down  to  chew  her  cud  with  no  time  wasted  ;  and  when  going  to 
and  from  pasture  will  chew  her  cud  while  walking-,  and  often 
continues  to  chew  when  started  into  a  run. 

Her  whole  being  seems  bent  on  getting-  as  full  a  supply 
of  food  as  possible,  and  then  getting  as  much  as  possible  out  of 
it  to  fill  her  udder.  There  is  probably  no  breed  of  cows  that  will 
keep  so  easily  on  whatever  is  most  convenient  to  feed  them,  and 
return  so  much  at  the  pail,  and  with  so  little  cost  as  the  Ayrshire. 
She  is  in  the  dairy  what  might  be  called  a  rustler. 

The  general  appearance  of  an  Ayrshire,  as  you  look  at  her, 
is  striking-,  being  alert  and  full  of  life  and  reserved  energy.  She 
is  a  healthy  cow,  rarely  having-  ailments  of  body  or  udder,  and 
you  seldom  see  an  Ayrshire  cow  that  has  not  four  healthy  quarters 
in  her  udder  and  g-ives  a  uniform  quantity  of  milk  from  each. 
She  is  a  very  persistent  milker,  giving  a  uniform  quantity  well  up 
towards  calving,  and  many  of  them  are  dried  off  with  difficulty. 

She  is  very  intelligent,  quick  tO'  learn  and  of  a  retentive 
memory,  easily  taught  to  take  the  same  place  in  the  stable  and, 
if  required  to  change,  will  in  a  few  days  readily  take  the  new 
place.  She  is  quiet  and  pleasant  to  milk,  not  easil}^  disturbed, 
and  will  as  a  rule  yield  her  milk  as  readily  to  one  milker  as  to 
another,  and  does  not  seem  disturbed  by  any  amount  of  noise  in 
the  stable. 
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Milk. 

While  the  Ayrshire  can  fill  any  place  in  the  dairy  with  credit 
to  herself  and  profit  to  her  owner,  she  is  eminently  the  milkman's 
cow,  and  in  this  capacity  has  no  rival,  as  her  medium  size,  vigorous 
appetite  and  easy  keeping-  cjualities  make  her  an  economical  pro- 
ducer, w^hile  her  even,  uniform  production  makes  her  a  reliable 
supply,  and  the  richness  of  her  milk  in  total  solids  places  it  above 
suspicion  from  city  milk  inspectors.  Her  milk  is  particularly 
adapted  to  transportation,  as  it  does  not  churn  or  sour  easily,  and 
when  poured  back  and  forth  a  few  times  will  readily  mix  the 
cream  back  into  the  milk,  which  will  not  again  readily  separate, 
giving  it  a  uniform  quality  until  the  last  is  sold  or  used.  It  has 
a  good  body,  is  rich  looking  and  never  looks  blue.  The  milk  itself 
being  evenly  balanced  with  casein  and  butter  fat  is  a  complete 
food,  easily  digested,  nutritious,  and  is  particularly  adapted  to 
children  and  invalids.  Stomachs  that  are  zveak  and  unable  to 
digest  other  milk,  find  no  trouble  zvith  Ayrshire  milk. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  oil  in  milk  is  the  least  valuable 
as  a  food,  and  that  milk  that  has  a  superabundance  of  oil  is  more 
indigestible  than  a  milk  that  has  a  full  supply  of  bone  and  muscle 
forming  properties,  and  causes  serious  disorders  in  the  digestive 
organs  of  young  children. 

There  is  also  a  difference  in  the  friability  of  the  curds,  that 
of  the  Ayrshire  being  easily  disintegrated,  while  that  of  the  many 
butter  breeds  is  tough  and  leathery. 

I  have  frequently  had  letters  from  Jersey  breeders  wishing  to 
buy  Ayrshire  cows  to  raise  their  Jersey  calves  on  Ayrshire  milk 
on  account  of  its  great  dig"estibility. 

This  is  not  wholly  due  to  the  extra  richness  of  the  Jersey 
milk  in  butter  fat,  but  is  partly  due  to  that  cause,  and  partly  to 
the  above  clifiference  in  the  quality  of  the  curds. 

Another  valuable  quality  in  the  Ayrshire  cow  as  a  milk  pro- 
ducer is  her  rvtgged  health  and  freedom  from  disease  of  body  or 
udder. 

It  is  a  very  rare  thing  to  find  an  Ayrshire  cow  that  has 
tuberculosis  or  any  disease  of  the  udder. 
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To  produce  g-ood  wholesome  milk  it  is  important  to  have  a 
sound,  healthy  body,  free  from  all  disease,  and  this  the  Ayrshire 
gets  from  her  strong-  constitution  and  vigorous  appetite,  giving 
her  a  healthy  body,  with  which  to  manufacture  wholesome  milk. 

Cri;am. 

Her  milk  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of  sweet 
cream  for  table  use.  making-  a  smooth  cream  that  keeps  well  and 
is  most  delightful  as  a  table  cream,  the  globules  being  smaller, 
making-  it  more  easily  digested  and  assimilated. 

Ayrshire  cream  is  particularly  adapted  to  the  manufacture 
of  a  high  grade  of  ice  cream,  the  claim  being  made  by  manufac- 
turers that  a  quart  of  Ayrshire  cream  makes  more  in  freezing 
than  any  other  cream. 

Butte;r. 

The  Ayrshire  cow,  being  so  admirably  adapted  by  nature  to 
supply  milk  and  cream  for  the  table,  has  almost  always  found  her 
place  in  the  supply  stable  near  cities  and  towns,  where  high  grade 
digestible  milk  is  wanted. 

Until  the  advent  of  the  separator,  there  was  a  valid  objection 
to  the  Ayrshire,  on  account  of  the  very  point  that  makes  her  so 
valuable  as  a  milk  producer. 

The  butter  globules  being  small,  the  cream  rises  slowly  and 
gives  an  imperfect  separation,  taking  a  long  time  for  the  process, 
so  that  while  the  Jersey  cream  will  about  all  rise  in  twelve  to 
twenty-four  hours,  it  takes  from  thirty-six  to  forty-eight  hours 
for  the  Ayrshire  cream  to  rise:  and  the  Ayrshire  gives  such  a 
large  quantity  of  milk  that  it  makes  it  cumbersome  to  handle  so 
much  milk  for  so  long  a  time. 

Since  the  separator  came  into  general  use  all  this  difficulty 
is  done  away  with,  for  the  separator  extracts  the  cream  from 
Ayrshire  milk  as  quickly  and  as  fuhy  as  from  the  Jersey,  and  it 
churns  as  readily. 

It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  in  summer  the  Ayrshire  butter  will 
not  stand  up  as  firmly  as  will  the  Jersey,  on  account  of  the 
stearine  or  tallow  that  composes  the  butter   fat  of  the  Jersey. 
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Many  people  who  have  tried  the  Ayrshire  butter  prefer  it  to  any 
other  on  account  of  its  fine  flavor  and  the  ease  with  which  it 
spreads,  especially  in  winter.  It  is  only  within  a  very  few  years 
that  the  Ayrshire  has  been  tried  for  her  ability  to  make  butter, 
and  in  this  short  time  she  has  proved  that  she  is  no  mean  cow^  as 
a  butter  producer,  and  that  if  any  systematic  elifort  had  ever  been 
made  to  develop  her  butter  cjuality  she  would  stand  second  to 
none  as  a  butter  cow. 

The  butter  records,  further  along  in  this  article,  show  what 
she  has  done  in  a  haphazard  way  of  selecting-  cows  for  testing-. 

Longevity. 

Another  unusual  quality  of  the  Ayrshire,  among-  the  dairy 
breeds,  is  her  staying  quality,  in  keeping  up  her  milking  tendency 
until  long  past  the  common  age  of  milking. 

It  is  not,  an  uncommon  thing  tO'  find  an  Ayrshire  doing  her 
full  work  at  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years  of  age,  with  a  young- 
looking  mouth  at  sixteen  to  seventeen,  and  a  perfect  udder  in 
health  and  strength  long  after  the  age  which  has  ended  the  useful- 
ness of  other  cows. 

One  thing  that  speaks  well  for  the  breed,  is  that  almost 
always  a  man  who  has  owned  an  Ayrshire  is  her  friend  and 
speaks  well  of  her  ever  thereafter. 

It  is  only  recently  that  any  effort  has  been  made  to  gather 
official  records  of  the  dairy  yield  of  Ayrshire  cows. 

These  tests,  made  through  the  different  Experiment  Stations 
of  the  country,  show  her  to  be  a  milk  and  butter. producer  above 
the  average  of  the  dairy  breeds. 

Beef. 
The  ease  and  quickness  of  the  Ayrshire  cow  to  fatten  when 
dry  make  her  a  profitable  cow  to  turn  into  beef  when  her  days  of 
usefulness  are  over  as  a  dairy  cow.  Her  meat  is  red,  her  tallow 
white,  her  hams  large,  her  loins  thick,  her  meat  well  flecked,  her 
bones  small,  all  of  which  make  her  most  desirable  for  the  butcher. 
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Top  Cross. 

As  a  top  cross  on  other  breeds  the  Ayrshire  is  a  a  success  in 
producing-  a  more  desirable  dairy  caw.  With  the  Shorthorn  they 
nick  nicely,  producing  a  fairly  good  dairy  cow,  in  size  between 
the  two,  and  a  handsome,  attractive  cow  that  sells  well  in  the 
markets. 

With  the  Jersey  they  seem  to  make  up  what  is  lacking  in  the 
Jersey,  and  give  a  good,  all-round  dairy  cow,  larger  and  hardier 
than  the  pure-bred  Jersey,  giving-  more  milk  and  of  nearly  as 
rich  quality,  and  are  said  to-  be  more  profitable  in  the  dairy  than 
the  pure-bred  Jersey.  Ayrshire  bulls  have  for  several  years  been 
eag-erly  sought  for  tO'  cross  on  unreg-istered  or  high-grade  Jerseys 
in  the  common  dairy. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  where  Ayrshire  bulls  have  been 
continuously  used  on  common  cows  and  heifers  raised  for  the 
dairy,  the  average  receipts  in  dollars  from  such  a  herd  have  been 
considerably  in  excess  of  common  dairies,  so  much  so  that  in 
dairy  sections  where  the  milk  or  cream  goes  to  the  butter  factory, 
there  is  an  active  demand  for  pure-bred  Ayrshire  bulls  to^  cross 
on  native  herds  of  cows. 

Officiai.  Te;sts. 

The  steadily  growing  popularity  of  the  Ayrshire  cow  with 
the  dairyman  who>  is  looking  for  the  hig-hest  profit  to  be  obtained 
from  his  herd,  and  the  gentleman  farmer,  who  wishes  to  combine 
fancy  farming-  with  a  dairy  herd  that  will  help  pay  the  fancy  ex- 
penses of  the  farm,  places  the  Ayrshire  in  a  most  enviable  position 
among  the  dairy  breeds,  and  makes  her  an  all-round,  popular 
business  cow,  and  of  most  beautiful  and  attractive  appearance. 

There  has  heretofore  been  a  lack  of  concentrated  effort  in 
bring'ing  out  the  merits  of  the  Ayrshire  cow  but  of  late  years 
a  number  of  men  of  means  have  become  attracted  to  her  on 
acco'unt  of  her  beauty  of  form  and  hardy  constitution;  and  the 
response  she  has  made  to  good  care  and  proper  feeding  is  simply 
wonderful.  The  records  speak  for  themselves.  Her  develop- 
ment is  o'llv  in  its  infancy. 
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Of  late  years  the  Scotch  have  instituted  a  form  of  test  for 
two  days,  called  the  Derby,  testing-  the  cow  in  the  ring-  as  a  show 
cow,  and  again  at  home  as  a  dairy  cow,  combining  the  two  in 
making  the  final  award. 

They  have  also  established  the  Milk  Records  Society  of  Ayr, 
which  is  doing-  much  to  bring  out  the  dairy  ability  of  their  cows, 
the  same  as  our  advanced  registry  system  is  doing  for  the  Ayr- 
shire in  this  country. 

In  Canada  the  Canadian  g-overnment  has  recently  instituted 
periodical  tests  of  different  dairy  breeds  under  the  specific  direc- 
tion of  each  breed  through  its  Association,  the  expense  of  which 
is  paid  for  by  the  Canadian  government. 

Under  this  management  the  Canadian  Ayrshire  Association 
have  recently  formulated  rules  and  regulations  for  governing  a 
series  of  yearly  tests  for  Ayrshire  cows  to  admit  them  to  advanced 
registry.  This  will  gradually  bring-  to  the  front  the  best  speci- 
mens of  the  breed  for  dairy  production,  and  will  give  an  oppor- 
tunity for  progressive  breeds  to  bring  into  their  lines  of  breeding 
an  advancement  of  dairy  production. 

In  the  United  States  there  have  been  a  few  breeders  who 
for  a  good  many  years  kept  private  records  of  the  amount  of 
milk  given  by  the  individual  cows  in  their  herds,  but  until  the 
advent  of  the  Babcock  tester  there  was  no  uniform  method  by 
which  the  breeder  could  know  the  cjuality  of  the  milk,  consequently 
only  one  side  of  the  yield  from  his  cows  was  known.  Since  the 
Experiment  Stations  throughout  the  United  States  have,  in  their 
experimental  work,  turned  their  attention  to  the  skillful  handling- 
of  the  milk,  the  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association  have  established 
a  system  of  Advanced  Registry  Tests  for  the  breed,  carefully 
guarded  at  home  against  mistakes,  and  periodically  inspected  by 
the  Experiment  Station  where  the  herd  is  located. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association  that 
while  daily,  weekly  and  monthly  tests  are  interesting,  in  a  way, 
they  are  misleading-  as  to  the  real  value  of  a  cow,  and  the  desire  of 
the  Association  is  to  produce  and  make  public  the  real  profit  de- 
rived from  the  cow  in  her  normal  condition,  doing  her  regular 
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dairy  work  of  a  breeding-  and  dairy  cow.  A  cow  must  be  kept 
the  whole  year  at  an  expense,  and  whether  or  not  she  is  a  paying" 
investment  depends  upon  the  receipts  from  her  for  the  full  time 
she  is  kept.  She  mig"ht  be  forced  to  a  phenomenal  yield  for  a 
week  or  a  month,  which  if  taken  as  the  guide  for  the  whole  year 
would  make  her  a  very  profitable  cow,  when,  in  reality,  the  short 
yields  were  no  g'uide  at  all  for  the  whole  time,  and  no  index  as 
to  the  dairy  profit  received  from  the  cow. 

The  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association  has  always  been  the 
leader  in  all  advance  movements  in  bringing-  the  Ayrshire  cow  to 
the  front  in  anything-  that  would  recommend  her  to  the  public. 

The  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association  established  the  first  Herd 
Book  for  the  breed,  instituted  the  first  official  testing  for  the 
breed,  and  was  the  first  Record  Association  in  America  to  en- 
deavor to  raise  the  standard  of  their  breed  by  discriminating 
against  the  registration  of  bulls  from  ancestry  without  official 
records. 

We  hold  the  unbeaten  official  record  for  the  highest  milk 
and  butter  record  for  any  Ayrshire  cow  in  the  world. 

When  the  Association  started  the  official  testing,  the  10,000 
lb.  Ayrshire  cow  was  the  phenomenal  cow,  but  today  a  10,000  lb. 
record  attracts  no  attention  because  we  have  gone  so  far  ahead  of 
this  record,  and  have  produced  a  cow  with  an  official  record  of 
over  18,000  lbs.,  and  the  20,000  lb.  record  is  clearly  in  sight. 

Better  breeding,  better  feeding  and  better  care  are  develop- 
ing the  Ayrshire  cow  in  her  dairy  points,  and  the  Association  by 
their  watchful  care  aided  by  the  Experiment  Stations  are  giving 
to  the  public  numerous  illustrations  of  what  lies  hidden  in  the 
breed. 

If  the  few  years  of  official  testing  have  brought  out  such 
marked  results  from  herds  where  no  one  knew  what  kind 
of  cows  composed  the  herd,  what  will  be  the  result  when  the 
majority  of  Ayrshire  breeders  know  to  a  certainty  what  is  the 
individual  merit  of  every  cow  in  the  herd,  and  begin  to  breed 
intelligently  and  for  a  definite  purpose  ? 
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The  show  ring-  being-  the  medium  of  presenting  the  breed  to 
the  piibhc  for  observation,  has  always  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  general  public,  for  the  efforts  of  breeders  and  the  scale  of 
points  all  coincide  in  producing  a  very  handsome  and  attractive 
cow,  one  that  at  a  glance  shows  indication  of  great  dairv  ability, 
and  also  is  a  beautiful  cow  tO'  look  at. 

To  have  the  highest  type  of  perfection  in  outward  form,  and 
the  highest  yield  at  the  pail,  calls  into  recjuisition  the  highest  skill 
of  the  breeder.  The  two  should  go  together,  and  be  united  in  one 
animal,  for  all  the  points  that  go  to  make  a  perfect  dairy  cow  as 
judged  by  scoring  should  be  the  points  that  bring  out  the  highest 
productiveness  at  the  pail. 

The  small,  lean,  bony  head,  with  a  bright  and  lively  eye, 
strong-  jaw,  and  broad  muzzle  are  perfection  in  scoring-,  and  just 
what  is  needed  to  excel  at  the  pail. 

The  well  sprung  rib,  the  large  paunch,  are  both  perfection  in 
points,  and  what  is  needed  to  fill  the  pail. 

The  large  udder  capacity,  the  well  spread  teats,  the  four 
perfect  quarters  are  what  the  points  call  perfection,  and  indicate 
the  larg"est  ability  for  production. 

The  happy  blend  as  you  might  call  it  of  uniting  the  high  type 
of  the  breed  in  conformation,  with  the  high  production  as  shown 
in  the  advanced  registry  testing,  was  made  strikingly  manifest  at 
the  National  Dairy  Show  last  fall  when  a  long  row  of  Ayrshire 
cows  were  led  into  the  ring  and  lined  up  for  receiving  the  ribbons. 

The  straig-ht  bodies,  the  large  udders,  the  long  teats  placed 
wide  apart,  the  strong-  indication  of  great  milking-  capacity  that 
was  so  apparent  filled  the  spectators  with  admiration  for  the 
breed  and  made  many  friends  for  the  "Perfect  Cow."  It  is  for 
breeders  of  Ayrshires  now  to  watch  these  points  carefully  in  mat- 
ing -animals.  It  has  already  been  proven  that  beauty  of  form  and 
great  milk  capacity  can  be  produced  by  careful  breeding. 

It  has  also  been  proven  that  the  Ayrshire  cow  will  respond 
to  whatever  treatment  is  bestowed  upon  her  and  will  yield 
a  dairy  product  just  in  proportion  to  her  supply  of  raw  material.

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In  testing-  we  have  found  many  cows  kept  in  normal  condi- 
tion that  qualified  with  a  creditable  record  for  the  food  and  care 
bestowed  upon  them,  and  too  we  have  found  the  same  cows  when 
fed  and  cared  for  in  a  better  manner,  gave  a  correspondingly 
better  record,  and  when  fed  and  cared  for  systematically,  and  to 
obtain  a  high  yield,  they  responded  to  the  fullest  extent,  showing" 
that  there  was  a  constitutional  capacity  in  the  Ayrshire  cow  that 
made  it  possible  to  drive  her  as  fast  and  as  far  as  desired,  without 
reaching  the  danger  point. 

Not  all  the  breeders  can  afford  to  make  a  display  of  their 
herd  at  the  fairs,  but  all  owners  of  Ayrshires  should  take  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  of  testing  their  cows,  and  learning  which 
are  the  best  in  the  herd  and  no  breeder  can  afford  not  to  find  out 
the  individuality  of  the  cows  standing  in  his  stable. 

The  demand  today  is  for  record  cows,  and  the  incjuiry  for 
bulls  calls  for  bulls  from  advanced  registry  cows. 

The  public  has  been,  and  is  being  more  and  more  educated  to 
a  higher  standard  of  excellence  in  breeding  stock. 

The  da}'  has  ^one  by  when  all  that  was  demanded  was  a 
registry  certificate.  The  breeder  today  wants  to  know  what  the 
individual  qualities  are  as  well  as  what  is  back  of  his  breeding 
stock. 

The  demand  today  is  for  the  highest  type  of  perfection,  not 
only  in  the  production  of  dairy  product,  but  also  in  conformation 
as  laid  down  in  the  scale  of  points. 

To  breed  perfection  in  form  and  dairy  ability,  calls  for  the 
highest  type  of  a  breeder,  not  a  haphazard  breeder,  not  a  one- 
sided breeder,  not  a  careless  breeder,  but  a  natural  born  breeder, 
a  man  who  can  see  in  his  mind's  eye  the  future  offspring,  the 
result  of  his  coupling. 

-  A  man  cannot  breed  understandingly  unless  he  knows  all 
about  the  animals  that  are  back  of  his  breeding  stock  on  both 
sides. 

Too  many  men  send  away  for  a  bull  to  head  their  herd,  leav- 
ing it  to  the  seller  to  make  the  selection,  arid  too  often  the  buyer 
gives  the  seller  no  intimation  of  the  needs  of  his  herd. 
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The  bull  is  half  the  herd,  and  it  is  very  important  to  obtain 
such  a  bull  as  will  overcome  and  remedy  the  defects  in  the  cows 
of  his  herd,  and  whose  calves  will  in  the  majority  be  an  improve- 
ment on  the  dams. 

There  is  no  cow  or  herd  of  cows  that  is  absolutely  perfect 
in  either  conformation,  dairy  production  or  disposition,  and 
usually  the  same  defect  runs  through  the  majority  of  the  herd, 
especially  in  the  herd  of  an  old  breeder. 

A  breeder  wishing-  to  improve  his  herd,  and  seeing  accounts 
of  wonderful  production  in  some  herd  or  herds  writes  for  a  bull 
and  buys  one  on  the  dairy  record  of  the  dam,  without  knowing 
more  of  his  ancestry  than  the  fact  of  high  dairy  production. 

This  bull  might  be  the  worst  bull  possible  to  place  at  the  head 
of  his  herd,  because  it  might  be  that  the  cows  in  both  herds  had 
the  same  defects  and  he  only  intensified  the  defects  of  his  own 
herd,  while  another  bull  from  another  herd  would  have  balanced 
up  his  herd  in  curing  their  defects.  Too  many  of  oiir  unshapely 
cows  come  from  just  this  method  of  careless  breeding,  the  mating 
of  the  same  defects  found  in  the  breeding  of  both  bull  and  cows. 

This  same  bull  might  have  gone  into  some  other  herd  and 
done  good  work  because  the  cows  did  not  have  the  same  defects 
that  were  in  him.  The  highest  perfection  cannot  be  obtained  by 
any  breeder  until  he  exercises  the  utmost  care  in  the  choice  of  a 
bull  to  head  his  herd.  The  right  bull  will  do  wonders  in  improv- 
ing a  herd,  and  the  wrong  bull  will  almost  ruin  a  herd.

Showing  Progress. 

In  the  early  days,  a  few  of  the  breeders  of  Ayrshires  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  kept  private  records  of  the  yield  of 
milk  from  their  herds  for  long'er  or  shorter  periods.  Some 
weighed  the  milk  for  one  day  each  month  and  estimated  the 
annual  yield  from  that,  while  a  few  weighed  the  milk  at  each 
milking,  keeping  a  record  of  the  same. 

In  1 89 1  your  Secretary,  in  the  attempt  to  influence  the 
breeders  of  Ayrshires  to  know  something  about  their  cows,  and 
to  make  public  the  dairy  excellence  of  the  breed,  issued  a  circular 
letter  asking  for  reliable  information  about  the  yield  from  each 
dairy  of  pure  bred  Ayrshires  owned  by  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion living  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  I  find  on  file  a 
printed  report  which  starts  off  with  saying,  "They  were  quite 
generally  responded  to,  but  the  majority  reported  that  they  knew 
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nothing"  in  regard  to  the  doing-  of  their  cows,  never  weighing-  or 
measuring. 

Some  weighed  for  a  Httle  while  and  estimated  from  that. 
Others  weighed  periodically  and  a  few  at  every  milking-." 

AVithout  g'oing-  into  detail  in  copying  that  report,  I  will  give 
some  items  of  interest  brought  out  by  the  report : 

A  Wisconsin  breeder  reports  the  manufacture  of  cheese  in 
summer  with  one  pound  of  cheese  to  ten  pounds  of  milk,  and  in 
Avinter  one  pound  of  butter  to  twenty  pounds  of  milk. 

i\  Pennsylvania  breeder  reports  weighing-  his  milk  at  each 
milking-  and  obtaining  an  average  of  5,500  lbs.  of  milk  from  35 
cows  and  heifers. 

A  Canadian  breeder  reports  weighing-  once  a  month  and 
from  that  figures  an  average  yield  of  7,000  lbs.  per  cow. 

A  Rhode  Island  breeder  reports  weighing  and  measuring 
once  a  month  and  getting  an  average  of  6,500  lbs.  per  cow. 

An  Ohio  breeder  reports  the  weighing  of  milk  daily  in 
summer  and  the  milk  manufactured  into  Swiss  cheese,  at  from 
ten  to  eleven  pounds  of  milk  to  a  pound  of  cheese,  and  an 
average  of  3,500  lbs.  of  milk  to  a  cow  for  the  six  summer  months. 

A  California  breeder  reports  milk  weighed  daily  with  an 
average  for  the  year  of  6,049  lbs.  of  milk  per  cow. 

A  Xew  York  breeder  reports  6,050  lbs.  of  milk  average  from 
40  cows,  milk  weighed  daily  in  bulk  at  the  cheese  factory,  gjA  lbs. 
milk  to  a  lb.  cheese. 

A  Xew  Hampshire  breeder  reports  milk  weighed  daih^  for 
a  year  with  an  average  of  5,942  lbs.  per  cow. 

A  Massachusetts  herd  reports  daily  weighing  of  milk  for  15 
years  with  an  average  of  5,597  lbs.  per  cow. 

A  A'ermont  herd  reports  daily  weighing  of  milk  for  four 
years  wath  an  average  of  6,015  lbs.  per  cow. 

Another  Vermont  herd  reports  a  daily  weighing  of  milk  for 
ten  years  with  an  averag-e  of  6,310  lbs.  of  milk  per  cow. 

A  New  York  herd  reports  daily  weighing  of  milk  for  seven 
years  with  an  average  of  6,807  ^^s.  per  cow. 
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Taking-  such  of  the  above  reports  as  have  had  the  milk 
actually  weighed,  would  give  an  average  of  6.109  lbs.  of  milk 
from  614  cows,  which  might  be  called  the  average  capacity  of  an 
Ayrshire  cow  at  the  present  time,  as  far  as  known.  The  aver- 
age yield  for  butter  would  be  22iJ<3  lbs.  per  cow  for  a  full  year. 
I  wish  more  of  the  owners  of  Ayrshires  would  weigh  their  milk 
and  test  their  cows.  I  believe  it  pays  amply  for  the  time  and 
trouble,  both  in  the  knowledge  the  owner  has  of  his  own  herd 
and  as  a  means  of  advertising.  This  is  an  age  of  records, 
and  the  public  want  to  know  what  your  cattle  are  doing  by  actual 
test.  I  also  believe  the  printed  reports  of  a  herd  presented  to  the 
public  is  a  wonderful  advertising-  card,  especially  at  fairs.  I 
know  my  rival  at  our  Vermont  State  Fair  (Mr.  Drew)  and 
myself  have  a  thousand  or  so  copies  of  our  milk  record  on  hand 
and  keep  a  man  stationed  to  give  one  to  every  one  who  comes 
along".  The  result  is  we  sell  a  good  many  Ayrshires  in  our  own 
State,  and  the  demand  is  increasing.  Our  records  are  not  par- 
ticularly larg-e,  but  I  know  my  records,  small  as  they  are,  have 
sold  many  cattle  for  me,  and  I  think  others  who  have  tried  it  will 
tell  the  same.  I  had  an  interesting  illustration  of  the  value  of  a 
milk  record  this  winter  in  making  a  sale  of  12  head  to  go  to 
Central  America.  Nearly  a  year  ago  I  was  in  Rutland,  and  met 
a  man  from  Central  America  who  was  looking  for  horses  to  take 
home  with  him.  I  gave  him.  at  his  request,  all  the  information  I 
could  in  regard  to  our  Morgan  horses,  and  then  I  asked  him  in 
reg'ard  to  the  cattle  of  his  country  and  gradually  introduced 
Ayrshires,  and  told  him  why  I  thought  they  would  be  just  the 
breed  for  them  to  introduce,  and  gave  him  one  of  my  milk  records 
— I  always  intend  to  have  a  few  about  me.  I  bid  him  good-bye ; 
he  boug-ht  some  Morgans,  and  that  was  the  last  I  thought  of  him 
until  I  received  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  from  Costa  Rica,  saying 
a  friend  of  his  had  told  him  about  my  Ayrshires  and  showed  him 
a  record  of  my  herd,  and  wanting  to  know  the  price,  &c.  The 
result  was  a  sale,  through  Elhnger  Bros.,  of  12  head  and  I  laid 
it  entirely  to  the  story  of  the  milk  record,  and  I  might  illustrate 
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still  more  in  the  same  line.     I  believe  it  pays  to  advertise,  and  let 
the  world  know  what  you  have  to  sell.

The  above  was  the  condition  of  the  dairy  publicity  work 
some  twenty  years  ag-o  with  scarcely  any  knowledge  of  the  dairy 
ability  of  the  Ayrshire  cow  even  by  the  owner,  and  the  most 
careful  breeder  simply  keeping-  his  herd  in  a  common  dairyman's 
manner  with  no  extra  attention  or  extra  care. 

I  copy  the  above  to  show  what  has  come  to  the  breed  from 
the  awakening"  of  the  owners  to  the  real  worth  of  the  Ayrshire 
cow  when  cared  for  in  some  measure  as  she  ought  to  be,  and  for 
profit. 

It  is  no  wonder  the  Ayrshire  cow  was  unknown,  when  the 
breeders  themselves  acknowledged  they  did  not  know  what  their 
cows  were  doing. 

The  averag"e  of  the  breed  at  that  day  compared  with  the 
average  of  today  is  both  interesting-  and  instructive. 

The  conditions  were  the  same  in  the  United  States,  Canada 
and  Scotland,  a  wonderful  cow  naturally,  but  comparatively  un- 
known, as  to  her  dairy  ability,  a  cow  that  needed  only  to  be  led 
out  of  obscurity  into  the  light  of  publicity  to  place  her  second  to 
none  in  public  estimation.  She  has  never  been  exploited  or 
boomed,  but  has  steadily  made  progress  in  the  appreciation  of  the 
public,  simply  because  every  step  of  her  progress  has  been  backed 
up  by  actual  merit. 

Advanced  Registry. 

The  system  of  official  testing  lately  established  by  the  Asso- 
ciation for  recording  cows  that  reach  the  prescribed  standard,  is 
doing  much  to  place  the  Ayrshire  cow  in  the  front  rank  as  a  dairy 
cow. 

The  days  for  guessing  how  much  a  cow  will  produce  in 
either  milk  or  butter  has  passed,  and  what  the  public  demands  is 
official  evidence  of  the  reliability  of  all  claims. 
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In  order  to  develop  the  great  ability  of  the  Ayrshire  cow,  and 
to  place  her  dairy  records  on  a  reliable  basis,  the  Association  has 
established  a  standard  for  milk  and  butter  for  the  different  ages 
up  to  maturity. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  advanced  registry,  the  following 
classification  and  requirements  are  made  : 

All  tests  shall  be  for  a  year  from  the  time  of  freshening,  or 
until  she  shall  become  dry  from  that  freshening. 

If  she  should  freshen  within  the  year,  the  milk  from  the 
second  freshening  could  not  be  included,  and  her  year's  record 
would  include  only  the  milk  from  the  first  freshening,  and  in  no 
case  could  it  run  over  365  days  from  the  start. 

If  she  should  lose  her  calf  prematurely  during  the  year, 
then  the  test  must  end  there  the  same  as  though  she  had  calved 
regularl}-,  but  if  she  shall  have  given  sufficient  milk  and  fat  to 
qualify,  she  may  be  entered  on  that  record. 

Classificatiox  of  Animals. 

Cow^s  from  two  tO'  three  years  old  shall  be  in  a  class  known 
as  the  two-year-old  form. 

Cows  from  three  to  four  years  old  shall  be  in  a  class  known 
as  the  three-year-old  form. 

Cows  from  four  to  five  years  old  shall  be  in  a  class  known  as 
the  four-year-old  form. 

Cows  above  five  years  old  shall  be  in  a  class  known  as  the 
full-age  form. 

Eligibility  of  Bltlls. 

No  bull  shall  be  admitted  to  Advanced  Registry  unless  he 
shall  have  been  previously  recorded  in  the  Ayrshire  record. 

a.  A  bull  to  be  eligible  to  Advanced  Registry  shall  be  a 
typical  Ayrshire  bull  in  g'eneral  appearance,  shall  scale  80  points 
and  have  two  daughters  in  the  Registry  from  different  dams. 

b.  A  bull  may  be  admitted  to  Advanced  Registry  without 
physical  qualifications,  and  without  scaling,  provided  he  has  four 
daughters  in  the  Advanced  Registry  from  different  dams. 
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Eligibility  of  Cows. 

No  cow  shall  be  admitted  to  Advanced  Registry  unless  she 
shall  have  been  previously  recorded  in  the  Ayrshire  Record. 

Two-Ylar-Old   Form. 

Year's  record.  If  her  record  begins  the  day  she  is  two  years 
old,  or  before  that  time,  she  shall,  to  entitle  her  to  record,  give 
not  less  than  6,000  pounds  of  milk  in  365  consecutive  days  from 
the  beginning  of  the  test  and  214.3  pounds  of  butter  fat,  and  for 
each  day  she  is  over  two  years  old  at  time  of  beginning  the  test 
there  shall  be  added  1.37  pounds  of  milk  to  the  6,000  pounds  and 
.06  pounds  of  butter  fat  to  the  214.3  pounds. 

Thrll- Year-Old  Form. 

If  her  record  begins  the  day  she  is  three  years  old,  she  shall, 
to  entitle  her  tO'  record,  give  not  less  than  6,500  pounds  of  milk 
in  365  consecutive  days  from  the  beginning-  of  the  test  and  236 
pounds  of  butter  fat,  and  for  each  day  she  is  over  three  years 
old  at  the  time  of  beginning  the  test  there  shall  be  added  2.74 
pounds  of  milk  to  the  6,500  pounds  and  .12  pounds  of  butter  fat 
to  the  236  pounds,  which  addition  shall  be  made  in  each  succeed- 
ing form  to  maturity. 

Four-Ylar-Old  Form. 

Year's  record — 7,500  pounds  of  butter  and  279  pounds  of 
butter  fat. 

Mature  Form. 

Year's  record — 8,500  pounds  of  milk  and  ^^22  pounds  of 
butter  fat. 

Period  for  Making  Tests. 

All  tests  for  a  year  shall  be  commenced  as  soon  after  calving 
as  practicable,  and  shall  not  extend  beyond  365  days  from  the 
commencement  of  the  test,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  test  include 
the  milk  or  butter  fat  from  a  second  calving. 
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a.  A  cow  may  be  entitled  to  as  many  registrations  as  her 
several  tests  qualify  her  for,  even  if  they  do  not  exceed  previous 
records ;  also  she  may  be  entitled  to  a  cumulative  record  of  con- 
secutive tests  that  qualify  with  an  average  of  not  more  than 
fifteen  months  intervening  between  freshenings. 

Application  for  Tests. 

An  application  for  a  test  will  not  be  accepted  from  a  person 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association. 
Application  for  intended  tests  should  be  made  to^  the  Secretary  as 
long'  as  possible  before  the  desired  time  for  beginning  such  tests 
in  order  to  allow  sufficient  time  to  arrange  with  the  Experiment 
Station  of  the  State  where  the  owner  is  located  for  supervision 
of  the  test. 

In  making  application  for  a  test,  the  owner  should  give  suffi- 
cient evidence  of  the  capability  of  the  cow  tO'  qualify  to  warrant 
making  the  test.  ^ 

Method  of  Conducting  Tests. 

All  tests  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  and 
the  Experiment  Station  of  the  State  where  the  test  is  being  made, 
or  such  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  concurrence  of  Secretary 
and  Station. 

The  owner  shall  weigh  each  milking-  from  each  cow  being- 
tested  and  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  same  on  blank  forms  fm-- 
nished  by  the  Secretary,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  he  shall 
add  the  amount  of  milk  given  by  each  cow  and  set  it  down  in  the 
column  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  send  the  filled  blank  tO'  the 
Secretary  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  month  is  ended. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Experiment  Station  will  send  an 
agent  to  the  stable  each  month,  to  make  a  two  days'  test  of  the 
milk  of  each  cow  in  the  test,  for  quantity  given  at  each  milking 
during  his  visit  and  for  the  amount  of  butter  fat  in  each  sample. 

He  will  also  inspect  the  method  of  weighing  and  the  daily 
record,  compare  the  weights  with  those  given  during  his  visit  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Secretary.     The  milk  record  kept  by  the

Mature  class,  18,110  lbs.  milk,  820.91  lbs.  of  fat,  equal  to  958   lbs.  of 

butter,  with  4.53  per  cent.  fat. 
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owner  of  the  cows  being-  tested  will  be  accepted  as  the  record  for 
the  year,  provided  it  agrees  practically  with  that  taken  monthly 
by  the  agent. 

The  result  of  each  cow's  test  shall  be  computed  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :  The  weights  of  milk  produced  each  month  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  per  cent,  of  butter  fat  as  shown  by  the  official 
test  for  that  month. 

If  it  is  desired  to  show  the  amount  of  commercial  butter,  it 
shall  be  obtained  by  the  Experiment  Station  method  of  the  addi- 
tion of  one-sixth,  being  on  a  basis  of  85  per  cent,  of  fat, 

EXPI^NSE. 

All  the  expense  incurred  by  the  Association  in  the  employ- 
ment of  an  Experiment  Station's  agent  to'  conduct  the  test  shall 
be  divided-  equally  between  the  Association  and  the  member  hav- 
ing the  test  made.  It  is  expected  that  the  member  having  the 
test  made  will,  without  charge,  render  such  assistance  as  he  is 
able  to  the  agent,  in  conveyance  to  the  railroad  station  and  in 
entertainment  while  making  the  monthly  test. 

No  fee  is  required  for  entering  a  cow  for  the  test,  but  if 
she  shall  qualify,  there  is  a  fee  of  $5.00  required  for  her  entry 
into  the  advanced  register. 

There  is  also  a  fee  of  $5.00  required  for  registering  a  bull 
that  shall  qualify. 

A  bull  shall  also  be  entitled  to  a  new  advanced  registry  for 
each  time  he  shall  qualify,  under  the  above  rule  for  eligibility, 
and  a  certificate  will  be  issued  stating  the  number  of  his  get  that 
have  cjualified  up  to  date,  and  for  each  certificate  there  will  be  a 
charge  of  $5.00. 

While  no  charge  is  made  for  entering  as  many  cows  as  the 
owner  may  wish  to  have  tested,  it  is  believed  that  the  personal 
benefit  to  owners  and  breeders  of  Ayrshire  cattle  from  demon- 
stration of  their  individual  superiority  by  properly  authenticated 
milk  and  butter  records  made,  gathered  and  preserved  through 
this  system,  will  warrant  their  paying-  $5.00.  each  for  the  record- 
ing of  such  of  their  cows  or  bulls  as  shall  qualify  for  advanced 
registry. 
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A  record  of  merit  for  cow  or  bull  places  them  before  the 
public  as  superior  animals,  and  these  official  records  will  be  of 
great  help  to  the  intelligent  breeder  in  breeding-  for  the  highest 
type  in  dairy  production. 

A  record  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Association  of  every  bull 
that  has  a  daughter  qualify,  and  at  a  glance  it  can  be  known  how- 
many  of  his  daughters  have  qualified,  the  individual  record  of 
each  in  pounds  of  milk,  fat,  butter,  and  average  per  cent,  of  fat, 
also  the  total  amount  of  the  milk,  fat,  butter,  and  average  per 
cent,  of  all  his  daughters  that  have  been  admitted  to  advanced 
registry. 

The  advantage  of  this  is  that  prepotency  of  the  bulls  in 
siring  dairy  cows  is  easily  learned,  and  if  the  same  animal  that 
is  a  great  dairy  sire,  is  also  a  typical  bull  in  conformation  it 
makes  him  doubly  valuable  as  a  sire. 

The  test  is  of  especial  value  to-  every  owner  of  a  herd  of 
cows,  because  it  shows  him  the  individuality  of  each  cow 
in  his  herd  in  all  her  dairy  points,  milk,  fat  and  per  cent,  of  fat, 
thereby  enabling  him  to  dispose  of  his  cows  that  do  not  show  a 
higdi  standard  of  production,  both  in  quantity  of  milk  and  per 
cent,  of  fat. 

It  also  is  a  guide  in  breeding,  because  by  it  he  knows  just 
where  his  cows  are  lacking-  in  dairy  production,  and  by  referring 
to  the  list  of  advanced  registry  bulls  he  can  select  one  whose  get 
should  build  up  his  herd  in  their  weak  points. 

Successful  breeding  is  not  done  in  a  haphazard  way,  and  sure 
and  steady  progress  is  only  attained  by  the  exercise  of  sound 
judgment  and  careful  selection  in  coupling. 

The  Ayrshire  cow  as  she  stands  today  is  most  beautiful  in 
conformation,  in  color,  and  general  style,  and  is  rightfully  called 
the  "Perfect  Cow." 

While  there  are  a  large  number  of  Ayrshire  cows  that  can 
rightfully  claim  the  title  of  "Perfect  Cow"  both  in  conformation 
and  dairy  record  there  are  a  good  many  others  that  lack  in  one 
or  both  qualities.  That  the  number  of  perfect  cows  may  be  in- 
creased until  they  shall  be  in  the  large  majority,  lies  in  the  hands 
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of  three  factors,  the  breeder,  the  Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association, 
and  the  managers  of  fairs. 

The  breeder  uses  his  utmost  skill  in  the  selection  of  the 
highest  type  of  breeding  stock,  guided  as  to  conformation  by 
the  scale  of  points  laid  down  by  the  Association,  then  gives 
them  the  best  of  care,  and  enters  them  for  the  advanced  registry 
test,  which  shows  to  him  which  are  the  best  in  his  herd  for  dairy 
purposes  and  then  he  shows  them  at  the  fairs  to  obtain  the  verdict 
of  expert  decision  in  the  ring  as  to  whether  or  not  he  has  made 
a  success  in  producing-  the  perfect  cow. 

The  man  in  his  breeding  uses  his  own  judgment,  the  Asso- 
ciation in  testing  uses  expert  skill,  and  the  judge  in  the  ring 
should  be  able  to' place  the  awards  on  those  animals  that  combine 
the  summing  up  of  breeding  to  the  scale  of  points,  and  high  offi- 
cial records. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  Fair  Associations  employ  as 
judges  only  men  of  the  highest  type  of  skill,  sound  judgment 
and  strict  integrity.  The  expert  judge  in  the  ring  acts  as  the 
hig-hest  court  of  appeal.  His  decisions  in  the  ring  should  be 
looked  up  to  as  authority,  and  should  be  a  guide  to  the  breeder, 
and  educational  to  the  on-looker. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  testing  is  the  gathering 
from  the  breeders  and  the  Experiment  Station  Agents,  a  report 
of  all  the  food  consumed  by  each  cow  together  with  the  local 
cost  of  the  same.  It  has  always  been  claimed  that  the  Ayrshire 
CO'W  was  a  profitable  cow,  returning  the  largest  possible  amount 
of  milk  from  the  food  consumed. 

The  returns  we  are  g'etting-  are  showing  the  Ayrshire  cow  to 
be  a  paying  investment,  and  largely  so. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  recently  received  from 
a  prominent  breeder  of  Ayrshires  is  so  much  in  line  with  one  of 
the  crying  needs  of  breeders  of  all  thoroughbred  stock  that  I 
wish  to  insert  it  here  and  with  emphasis. 

"The  importance  of  having  expert  judges  at  fairs  whose  deci- 
sions in  the  ring  shall  be  educational  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
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the  encourageirent  of  breeders  in  producing  the  highest  type  of 
any  breed  as  laid  down  in  their  scale  of  points  for  that  breed." 

It  is  universally  admitted  now  that  no  other  breed  of  cattle 
in  the  world  is  so  perfect  and  uniform  in  type  as  the  Ayrshires, 
and  several  of  our  leading  breeders  have  already  demonstrated 
that  beautiful  form  in  no  way  hinders  great  milk  capacity  (the 
cow,  Netherhall  Brownie  13th,  is  a  beautiful  animal  to  look  upon, 
and  she  is  also  a  great  milk  producer)  in  fact,  there  are  numerous 
cows  in  the  country  today  that  delight  the  eye,  and  fill  the  pail  as 
well,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  Ayrshire  breeders  to 
stick  to  these  beautiful  types  and  have  them  in  mind  in  all  their 
breeding  operations.  The  future  will  bring  them  abundant 
reward. 

The  most  difficult  problem  today  which  confronts  our  Asso- 
ciation is  to  find  judges  who  have  sufficient  inherited  skill  and 
general  capacity  to  judge  correctly  in  the  show  ring. 

Many  of  our  breeders  feel  that  fairs  and  show  rings  should 
more  clearly  define  the  conditions  of  the  competition.  Is  it  to  be 
for  beautiful  form  alone,  or  should  milk  inheritance  be  also  con- 
sidered, and  if  so,  how  many  points  are  to  be  allowed  for  each  ? 

These  sug'gestions  are  mentioned  for  breeders'  careful 
thought  and  consideration  at  our  next  annual  meeting.
